THE PRIVATE LIFE OF WASHINGTON. 

It was John Adams who wrote, as late as 
the year 1813, "the Impious idolatry lo Wash- 
ington destroyed nil character." Tbe allusion 
was to the period of his own administration, 
when he took the Presidency incumbered, as 
lie thought, with the hyperbolical veneration 
which had been telt for hii predecessor. On 
the other htnd, Jefferson, writing in 1814, 
summed up the estimate which he had delib- 
erately formed of Washington, in these words: 

'• His mind was gre it and powerful, without 
being of the first order, and, as far as he saw, 
no judgment was ever sounder. It was slow in 
operation, but sure in conclusion, lie was in- 
capable of fear. Perhaps the strongest feature 
in his character was prudence. His integrity 
was most pure, his justice Ihe most Inflexible I 
have ever known.no motives of interest or 
consanguinity, of friendship or hatred, being 
able to bins his decision, lie was, indeed, in 
every sense of the word a wise, a good, and a 
great man. His temper whs naturally irritable 
and high-toned, hut reflection »nd resolution 
bad obtained a firm and habitual ascendancy 
over it. If ever, however, it broke its bonds, 
be was most tremendous in his wrath. His 
heart was not warm in its affections. His col- 
loquial talents were not above mediocrity, 
possessing neither copiousness of ideas nor 
iluency of words. In public, when called on 
for a sudden opinion, he was unready, short, 
and embarrassed. Vet he wrote readily, 
rather diffusely, in an easy and correct 
style.' 1 

This masterly analysis of Washington's 
character, by the most subtle and penetrating 
intellect ol bis times, am! one who had known 
bim intimately for thirty years, may be ac- 
cepted with the mote confidence as it comes 
from Ihe head of an opposite school of politics. 
No difference of opinion, however wide and Ir- 
reconcilable, could prevent Jefferson Horn 
doing impartial justice lo the great qualities of 
Washington. 

Some characteristic traits in the daily habits 
of this first of Presidents may be here noted, 
as derived from a variety of scattered sources. 
Washington was always particular and remark- 
ably neat in his personal apparel. During his 
Presidency he usually wore a lull black velvet 
suit, with silk stockings, and shoes with 
buckles of shining silver. His hair was pow- 
dered and tied in an elegant black queue be- 
hind. He kept extraordinarily early hours, 
making it his practice as well in the Presi- 
dency as in the army and at .Mount Vernon, lo 
rise at 4 o'clock in the morning, and to retire 
to bed nt 9. He had a healthy man's enjoy- 
ment of the pleasures of the table. Though al 
no time of hi.-' life of convivial habits, he liked 
the cheerful converse of Ihe social board, and 
at dinner (which he had always puni-tu.i ly 
served at 3 o'clock), he drank to the health of 
every person present, giving as his one in- 
variable, toast: "All our friends.' 1 He ale 
heartily, hut was not particular in his diet, ex- 
cept as to fish, ol which he was very fond, and 
be always ate codfish for bis Saturday's din- 
ner, having formed an attachment to that ar- 
ticle of diet from ihe deliriously cooked fish be 
found in Boston during the New England 
campaign. He drank home-made beer, with 
four to live glasses of Madeira wine, every day 
at dinner. He indulged in no games of chance, 
except when required to make up a party a 
whist, in playing for a trifle. In his earlier 
life he was fond of dancing, and the last 
time be danced a minuet was at a great ball at 
Fredericksburg, Virginia, in 1781, in honor ot 
the French and American officers returninf 
from the triumphant siege at Vorktown. To 
bacco, in all its forms, Washington abhorred. 
He was not fond of music, nor did be either 
play or sing. 

The finest horseman of his day, Washington 
always spent much of bis lime in the saddle, 
lie bad a lore for a fine horse, and his care to 
secure animals of the most spirited breed, anJ 
to have them always scrupulously well 
groomed, was a marked trait in his character 
The vicious propensities of any horse he might 
mount were of no moment to this skillful and 
daring rider. He always said that he required 
but one good quality in a horse — to go along 
■ — and ridiculed the idea that he could ever be 
unhorsed, provided the animal kept on his 
legs. While President, his stables were on 
Minor street, below Sixth, and he kept ten 
fine bays and two white chargers. The latter 
always had their hoofs blacked and polished 
before the General would mount for a ride. 
After the horses were groomed he would test 
the thoroughness of the stable boys by apply- 
ing a muslin handkerchief lo "their glossy 
coals; if the slightest stain was visible upon 
the white handkerchief, woe to the uuluckv 
wight who had slighted his proper duty. 
When he took out Mrs. Washington for a 
drive, they rode in a beautiful cream-colorod 
coach, of English build, with six spanking bay- 
horses before it. 

Nothing so aggravated Washington's natu- 
lally quick temper as neglect of duty or want 
of punctuality. Col. Pickering relates that ou 
occasion of a Cabinet meeting, the General was 
likely to be detained by the shoe-black beyond 
the exact time. The Secretaries in proceeding 
to the appointed room for the meeting, had to 
pass a small chamber where tfie President's 
boots were to have been placed by n certain 
moment. As Pickering entered he observed 
Washington in a stooping posture, holding the 
S»rvant, and belaboring him stoutly with his 
boots. He would always be up by daylight, 
and his lust care was to visit his stables 
to see how the horses were cared for. On one 
such occasion, be Icand that the coach-horses, 
which had come home late, had not bad their 
legs rubbed down, the mud being still on 
them. The General was seen by one who in- 
formed .Mrs. Robert Morris, to seize his Ger- 
man coachman, and to fisticuff him in the yard 
with a good drubbing. 

The English officers after the war were all 
loud iu their praise of N ; shingion's admirable 



and commanding grace ou horseback, and it 
was a common remark that he and his horse 
moved ns but one. 

Washington never indulged in anecdote, and 
talked but little unless diawn out. He seldom 
laughed, and it was remarked by Sullivan that, 
at Mrs. Washington's levees, when surrounded 
by a bevy of sparkling and beautiful girls, the 
President never unbent or dressed his face in 
smiles. The countenance of Washington 
never softened nor changed its habitual 
gravity. At these levees he stood always in 
fiont of the fire-place, with his face toward the 
door of entrance. The visitor was conducted 
to him, and he required always to have the 
name so distinctly pronounced that he could 
hear it. He received every visitor with a dig- 
uilied bow, while his hands were so disposed 
as to indicate that the salutation was not to be 
accompanied with shaking hands. As the vis- 
itors came in they formed a circle nround Ihe 
room. At a quarter past three the door was 
always closed, and the circle was formed for 
that day. He then began on the right, and 
spoke to each visitor, culling him by name, and 
exchanging a few words with bim. When he- 
had completed his circuit of the room, he re- 
sumed his first position, and the visitors ap- 
proached him in succession, bowed, and re- 
tired. By four o'clock in the evening the levee 
was over. 

Iu the Ana of Mr. Jefferson we find the fol- 
lowing curious account of Washington's first 
presidential recepiion at New Vork, iu 1789: 

'•E. Randolph tells J. Madison and myself a 
curious fact, which he had front Lear (Wash- 
ington's Pi ivate Secretary ). When '.he Presi- 
dent went to New York, he resisted for three 
weeks the efforts to introduce levees. , At length 
he yielded, and let! it lo Humphreys, a tic some 
others, to settle ihe forms. Accordingly an 
ante-chamber and presence-room were pro- 
vided, nnd when those who were to pay their 
court were assembled, the President set out, 
preceded by Humphreys. After passing 
through the ante-chamber, the door of the inner 
room was thrown open, and Humphreys en- 
tered first, calling out, with a loud voice, 'The 
President of the United States.' The President 
was so much disconcerted with it that he did 
not recover from it the whole timeof the levee, 
and when the company was gone , he said to 
Humphreys, 'Well, you have taken me in once, 
but, by God, you shall never take me in a sec- 
ond time. 1 "

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jSsjy* The news hai gone from I'Van'tfort th .t 
on Tuesday night, Iwo negroes weretaktn 
from the county jail, and hung by a mob ; 
and, again, on all sides, is our community and 
the State held up to reproach. We have no 
apology to make|l'or the act, and no defense fir 
the actors. We are of the number who be- 
lieve that mob law and violence are wrong 
and not to be justified by any enlightened 
view, either in the light of punishment or re- 
venge. We hate held this opinion always, 
and have never failed to express it, evan in tho 
face of greatest danger. We cire not what the 
grievance; it oflors no remedy, but, on the 
other hand, tends only to n" :( iva'e instcad|>' 
removing the cause. We believe that society 
is nothing more than the organization , under 
the forms of law, of the belter elements ove r 
the worse, whom laws are nude to restrain 
and punish. As long as crimes are punished 
under these laws, and the virtuous clement is 
kept superior to the moie vicious, society is 
at peace, life and prop-'ity are secure, «nj 
virtue prevails over crimo. Just in propor 
tion as these provisions for the peace and 
safety of the community are violated, society 
becomes insecure or disorganized, and when- 
ever the law is overridden or set at defiance, 
either by bad mer. acting in deliberate hostil- 
ity , or by these who, in heat of passion lo 
Krati'y a feeling ol vengeance under the name 
of summary justice, take the execution ot 
the laws into their own hands, a blow is 
struck at society which threatens its salety ; 
a prop is knocked from under it which it 
takes long to replace. And hence it becomes 
the highest duty of every one who has the 
wolfare of society at heart to frown down 
every attempt tit violence, and to strive in all 
things to maintain the supremacy of law over 
lawlessness. 

Unfortunately men are not all so const i 
tuted , either to preserve the force of these 
reflections, or, recognizing them, lo shape their 
action acccrdingly. Human passion roused 
to fury reasons little, or when it does it is 
distempered, and prone lo evil; and so in 
viewing the bloody tragedy which has so 
lately occurred in our community, we must a| • 
ply this theory to th3 facts preceding the 
bloody work s> as to account for — .lot to ex- 
cuse — its commission. 

it must be remembered that less than a 
week previous a monstrous crime was per- 
petrated by a negro upon the person of a lady 
ot unimpeachable character. The perpetra- 
tor of the outrage was arrested and placed in 
jail. The feeling of horror at tho villainous 
act was such thai popular pissiou could 
scarcely be restrained. It pervaded all 
classes. Tho negro population itself would 
have been glad to have hung him, while 
ihe sympathies of tbe Federal soldiers 
on duty here were so strung for the 
injured woman and her family, that it 
was with difficulty they could be 
restrained from some open manifestation. 
It required every effort ol the l<est men in 
the community and the officers uf tho luw lo 
prevent summary punishment, 'lo this we 
addressed ourselves with untiring effort, 
omitting to give, as is generally dune by (he 
press, the details of the horror, which were so 
brutal that, had they been used lo play upon 
tbe popular passion, no power could have re- 
strained the just indignation ol thd people, 
and the criminal, though he had been white, 
would not have lived a day longer than they 
were known. We were influenced by tho 
reasons and principles stated in the beginning 
of this article, and left nothing undone lo 
save the peace from inlruclori. 'Jo this 
course, in connection wilh the resolution 
shown by the civil authorities, is due the fact 
that tbe popular feeling subsided without an 
outbreak. Hut On Monday night, when to 
this recent act of violence was added the 
wanton killing of two unarmed and peaceable 
citizens, all the feeling which had been so 
lately aroused was stirred anew wilh re 
doubled force, and for a time threatened to 
make itself felt in the most desperate relalia 
tion upon the race liom whose numbers Hie per- 
petrators came. Jiy calling out the militia 
company lb is was checked, and at midnight 
the Mayor of the city regarded the public 
peace sufficiently secure to dispense Willi their 
services ; but ibis proved delusive ; for in 
two hours thereafter the crowd which had 
withdrawn from the streets, entered th e 
town quietly, and, proceeding lo the jail, took 
from it Ihe negro charged wilh tbe 
rape, and another wounded in the disturbance 
at the polls, believed to have flied 
the shots which killed Gilmore and Bishop, 
and hung them just beyond the city limits. 
It was an act (or which the community wil 1 
come in for much censure, but it is difficult lo 
see how any precaution coula have prevented 
it. k was oue of those occasions, such as in 
the hanging of the brutal father in Illinois 
recently for killing his son, when men unite 
at short notice with such desperate determi- 
nation, and in such numbers, that the power 
is not at hand, and time is not given to or- 
ganize for resistance. There will as usual be 
censure of the company of State militia, that 
small bu t faithful body of young men, who 
never foil to respond whenever called to guaid 
the public peace ; but even had they been on 
duty, we doubt whether a coiupiny of twice 



their size would have availed ; and we even 
doubt whether the two companies of Fedeial 
troops, which were under arras within less 
than half a mile of the court-house, could 
have been effective in preventing the deed. 
It is easy for those wiiting at a distance to 
denounce both the mob and the community, 
and to say what ought to have been dune, or 
what ought now to be done ; but if they had 
been here — especially those of the Radical 
stripe, who, in effect, justify the killing of 
the two unarmed whito men at the polls 
with do word of rebuke to the perpetrators, 
while they speak sympathetically of the 
brutal ravisbcr as a poor, helpless colored man, 
and a victim to the teachings of Democratic 
speeches in the last canvass — they would 
have declined, as did their fe'lows here, tj lift 
a finger in behalf of the law. To them the 
condition of affairs, under whatever provoca- 
tion, is highly gratifying; and when the 
Louisville Commercial in its issue yesterday, 
after basing its account of the proceedings 
here nn s most false and perverted statement 
of a nameless correspondent, utters the fol- 
lowing sentiment. It speaks more as if in 
exultation at the consummation of the Radical 
hope than in dei recalion of the state ol things 
.t condemns: 

Are we not fast approaching that stage of 
lawlessness and barbarism contemplated by 
•lie Ku-Klux bill when it will be the duty of 
the National Government to give that protec- 
tion to life and liberty which tbe Slate is 
unable lo afford T 

The answer comes irresistibly, if not yet 
arrived at that staje, secure the committal o 
a few more rapes and a few more murders, in 
provocation of a few more hangings, and then 
the millennium will have come, when Ken- 
tucky will take her place in the list with 
S lUlh Carolina, and other Southern Slates, 
which have experienced the blessing^ol Fed- 
eral rule. 



Jgy* The Cuurier Journal of yesterday in 
giving the returns from seventeen counties, 
takes particular p in to emphasize a line — 
"Leslie's loss front Stevenson's vote" — and p'ace 
it at tho head ot the column. While it is true 
that Leslie's minorities are smaller in these 
counties than th se received by Gov. Steven 
sort, it is by no means true that there i» any 
such loss in the Democratic vote. On the 
contrary, there is very little difference in ihe 
vote, and that difference will doubtless snow 
in favor of Ijeslie; but by reason of the acces- 
sion of about 12,000 negroes in the counties 
named, the Radical vote has been increased, 
and the majoaities are of course small. As

Eid of tbe Boutwell-Pleasanton D fficulty.— 
Pleasanton Removed by the President— His 
Successor. 

Washington, August 8. 

Last night General Porter called upon Pleas- 
anton wilh a verbal message, requesting him 
to resign his office. This Pleasanion declined, 
doing. Tbe President, being inloimed of his 
declination, resolved to suspend Pleasanion, 
and appoint Deputy Commissioner Douglass in 
his place. From the present indications, the 
matter will be consummated during the day. 

The President, at noon, suspended Mr. Pleas- 
anton, under the tenure of office net, aud ap- 
pointed Deputy Douglass in his place. 

COMMISSIONER PLEASANTON. 

To-day tbe President sent to General Pleas- 
anlou ttic following: "You are hereby sus- 
pended from office as Cuminissioner ol Internal 
Revenue, in accordance wilh the terms of an 
act approved April btfa , A. D., 1869, to amend 
an acl regtilatiug the tenure of certain civil 
offices, passed March, 1867, and lObjeCt lo all 
the provisions of tbe law applicable thereto. 

• U. S. GRANT." 

On receiving this not ifknlion, Commissioner 
Pleasanton vacated his office, leaving for bis 
successor the following note: 

To J. W. Donylass, Pint Deputy Commiiaion- 
er of the Internal Revenue Bureau: 
"Sir: Having this day been su-pended from 

this office l>y the President, 1 turn the same 

over to you. 

"Respectfully. 

"A. PLEASANTON." 
Douglass immediately entered upon tbe du- 
ties uf his office, aud received the congratula- 
tions uf his friends. Pleasanton is suspended 
until the end of tbe next MSSion of the Senate, 
and Douglass is to perform the duties uf his 
office in the meantime. 

GRANT AND PLEASANTON. 

The President this moaning received tbe fol* 
lowing letter from General Pleasanton: 

• TkEAsuiiY Department, 1 
"Office of Intenal Revenue. J 
Mr. President: "In unsnir lo your request 
transmitted through Gen. Porter last evening, 
thai 1 should lender my resignation of the 
office of Comuiissiuuer of Internal Revenue, 1 
can ouly reply that, under ordinary circum- 
stances, uotbiug would give nie greater pleas- 
ure than to accede to any request you might 
make ot tills kind; but t lie cause fur making 
this request was stated by Gen. Porter to be 
the difference existing between Ihe Secretary 
of the Treasury, Uoutwell, and ffljself, as re- 
gards tin! management of tbe internal revenue. 
Bout well claim, powers which, under Ihe laws 
of Congress goveCjSing that bureau, aie vested 
solely iu the i*otitttiisstuuers. Ihe question is, 
therefore, purely a legal one, and the prece- 
dents ul our Government have been to show 
such questions ttiicn appeal, d lo the President 
relcrieu lo the law officer of the Government 
for his opiuiuii, and upon w hich Ihe President 
based his decision. This course was pursued 
by Presidents Jackson, T^ier, Pierce, Van 
BureD, Edition-, and others, and has been the 

unilorm practice cf the Government, showing 

th s- fads, and believing ihis lo be the proper 
way to settle our differences, as regards ihe 
row which exists between Ihe Secretary ana 
Commissioners addressing communication some 
time since, making appeal lor }our decision on 
i iie power of tbe commissioner under ihe act of 
July 20, 1868, but the subject will be treated 
rather as n personal difference between the 
Secretary and injself. In this connection it is 
proper Iu add that the personal conduct of the 
Secretary has been such as to preclude tbe 
lender ul my resignation until some oppoilu- 
nily is granted fur vindicating my administra- 
tion ot Ihe iulernal Revenue Bureau, and in 
justice to Ihe public interests placed Under un- 
charge, and Ihe importance to lax-payers ul a 
proper solution ol these difficulties. I most 
respectfully decline to lender you my resigna- 
tion, and trusting il will not be deemed inap- 
propriate, I will again request that your present 
determination may be reconsidered, ar.d an in- 
vestigation of the matter of difference between 
the Secretary and myself be relerred to the 
Attorney General for bis legal opinion.

This letter was accompanied by a private 
note from Pleasanton, expressive, il is said, of 
his devotion, friendship, and support of the 
President in future. Within two hums of the 
receipt of PleasMton's communication, tl.e 
President sent him a ratification of his suspen- 
sion. The immediate causes assigned in offi- 
cial quarters lor the suspension of Pleasanton 
arc, that Ihe internal revenue was not col- 
lected witli efficiency; that Pleasanton re- 
versed the rulings of his predecessor in several 
very important particulars, and made de- 
cisions, the effect of which was unneces- 
sarily to lessen the public receipts ; act- 
ing independently of, and not consulting 
with, his superior officers as to these and other 
matters of administration; and that a- change 
was necessary in order to secure harmony in 
working the Treasury Department.

In our last wo gave an account of the riot 
which occurred alter the closing of the polls 
at the Market house precinct in this city, on 
M m lay night, bringing our report to the 
hour of midnight. At that tinn the city 
was quiet, and the Mayor, who had placed 
the company of militia on duty, deeming 
their presence no longer necessary to a pres- 
ervitionof the p;a;e , dismissed them. Me- 



at from three to five hundred, entered the 
ciry by various approaches, and proceeding lo 
the jail, captured the jailer. They then 
took from the jail Harry Johnson, the negro 
charged with rape, and Henry Washington, 
who had been wounded in the riot, and, pre- 
ceding to the other side of tho river, hung 
them to a tree, just beyond the residence of 
Judge Drane, where the Shelby turnpike 
turns up the hill. Next morning the bodies 
were taken in charge by the Caroner, who 
proceeded to hold an inquest, when the jury 
returned the following verdict :

THE ELECTION OS MONOAY LAST. 

The readers of the Ga/.etle will bear ns wit- 
ness lhat we have not been unjust or inimical 
to the negroes in the past. We have been 
di.-posed to make every allowance, aud have 
counselled forbearance and kindliness on the 
part of the while people of Kentucky toward 
their former slaves. The political conduct of 
the negroes heretofore, we have attributed 
rather lo t go ranee and a mistaken idea that 
they owed a debt of gratitude to liie Radical 
party, than to a deliberate and determined 
hostility to the white race. Nor do we desire 
now in any way to do the negroes injustice in 
what we leel it our duty to say concerning the 
election which has jusl taken place. 

That election has clearly demonstrated the 
fact that Ihe disposition to avoid a political 
antagonism between the races has been con- 
fined in a great measure to I lie white Demo- 
crats of Ihe State. Il has clearly demonstrated 
the fact that wherever opportunity presents, 
Ihe uegoes may be expected, with here and 
there an exception, to band themselves to- 
gether against the whites. The hypothesis on 
which we, in common with others, charitably 
excused their behavior in former elections, is 
shown to be wholly incorrect. It is too plain 
that they vote against the Democratic party, 
as it were, in a solid mass, on all occasions, 
for the reason that they look upon that as the 
party of the while man. We are forced to the 
conclusion that they regard their interests as 
being in direct conflict with the interests of 
the great majority of the people among whom 
they live. The contest, so far as Ihey are con- 
cerned, is one between the African and the Cau- 
casian. True, they have thus far acted in con- 
cert with ihe very inconsiderable number of 
our while fellow-citizens belonging to the Rad- 
ical party, but we think it is hardly to be 
questioned that they would vote for no white 
man for any office if Ihey had the power to 
place those of iheir own color in office. 

Thank God, the Democratic parly of Ken- 
tucky can afford to do without ihe vote of the 
negroes. On Monday they marched as If in 
one solid phalanx to the polls, and voted 
against us; bul the Democratic State ticket is 
elected notwithstanding iheir united opposi- 
tion, nnd elecled too by an Overwhelming ma- 
jority. If they have succeeded in defeating 
our candidates for the Legislature in some of 

the counties — our own among the number by 

importing votes and repeating, we have the 
satisfaction of knowing that liie Representatives 
elecled by them will be utterly without power 
in a Legislature overwhelmingly Democratic 
even should all of them be peruiitled lo take 
their seals, which, considering the fraudulent 
•voting resorted to for their election, may, 



to say Ihe least, be set down as very doubt- 
ful. 

The bestowal of suffrage on the negroes, and 
the a.tiwau shown by ihem since receiving it. 
while they have the effect, in a few instances, 
ol foisting upon our counties Representatives 
elecled chiefly by negro votes will do the Itad- 
ical party no good. While Democrats will 
decline the gauntlet thrown down by Ihe ne- 
groes, and will nol organize themselves inlo a 
White Man's party, it would yet be very 
strange if the altitude in which the negroes 
have placed themselves did not cause very 
many white citizens who have heretofore acted 
against the Democratic parly to unite their 
fortunes with ours for the future.

Next year the 
National Democratic Convention will adopt 
and crystalize Ihe whole, and there will no 
longer be a loop- hole for the escape of the 
most ulira of the impraclicables, except 
that which leads directly into the Radical 
camp. 

Now we want to see Kentucky take her 
proper place in this movement, aud not lag be- 
hind it, and so, we shall continue to fight for 
that end, trusting the issue to results and the 
common BSane of the people. If those of our 
local readers who make war on us choose to 
array themselves against the union of such

Spmns fr m such distinguished blood and reared 
in the early days of the Republic, Mrs. Monroe illus- 
trated, thr nigh her life, the purity and virtues of 
her limes and ancestry . Cheerl u', without frivolity, 
intelligent and instructive without pedantry, hos- 
pitable and diguihed lo rich and p«or alike, she 
passed through her long liie wituout m.iking an 
enemy or alien itiug a trieni. She possessed the 
po*er of winning old nnd >oitng to listen to her and 
to love her- Never was anytmng said to lean a 
sting, nnd no one wont from her presence unaffected 
by the emfabUtti and in elligeo'-e tor which .-he was 
so nisiingii'MVd.

Tho Origin of Chess- 

The game is said lo have had its origin ii 
the fifth century, at the court of ft |iovperfu 
prince in the Indies, who had forced a grea 
number of sovereigns to pay tribute to him, 
und submit to his government. Forgetting 
that a king ought to be the father of his peo 
pie, he grievously oppressed them, and put to 
dea\h those who dared to remonstrate with 
him, till the people, borne down by a weight 
of nnsupportable tyranny, began to revolt, 
and the tributary principles, persuaded that in 
losing the love of his people he had lost tbc 
essence of his power, were preparing lo throw 
off the yoke, and to carry war into his estates. 
At length a Brahmin, or Indian Philosopher, 
named Sissea, the sou of Daher. touched with 
the misfortunes of his couutry, undertook to 
make the prince open bis eyes to the fatal 
effects which his conduct was likely to pro 
duce. But, instructed by the example of those 
who had gone before him, he was sensible his 
lesson would not prove of any service until the 
prince should make the application of it to 
himself, and not think it was not done by 
another. With this view he invented the 
game of chess, where the king, although the 
most considerable of the pieces, is both impo- 
tent to attack, as well as to defend himself 
against his enemies, without the assistance of 
his subjects and soldiers. The new game soon 
became famous; the King of the Indies heard 
of it and would learn it. The Brahmin Sissea 
was pitched upon to teach bim ; and under the 
pretext of explaining the rules of the game, 
and showing bim the skill required to make 
use of the other pieces for the king's defense, 
he made him perceive and relish important 
truths which he had hitherto refused to hear. 
The king, convinced that in the people's love 
of the ruler consisted all his strength, altered 
his conduct, and prevented the mislorlunes that 
threatened bim.

The Famous lEclipse— An Old Time Racer. 

The following notes regarding the famous 
race horse Eclipse are published by the Turf, 
Field and Faiui : 

The celebrated race horse Eclipse, foaled 
April 1, 1764, was one of the most remarkable 
animals that ever struck the turf with his feet. 
Mr. O'Kelly purchased him for $3,750, and it 
is estimated that the horse won tor his owner 
more than $125,000 in gold cups, vases and 
guinea purses, when he died of colic and iu- 
flamation. Mr. Plumer, a son of Sir Thomas 
Pluiner, the former owner of the estate of Can. 
on«, writes: "The horse Eclipse was buried j n 
the park, rot far from what is called the saloon 
front of the house and there was a stone which 
marked the spot; but in the extensive altera- 
tion which my father made, the stone, I think, 
got removed, although the spot where it was 
is well known to me, and is known to me now, 
and I shall be pleased to offer my services as 
chaperon to point it out. 

"The skin of Eclipse was preserved in the 
range of stables, and I well remember its 
mouldering, dusty, moth-eaten remains, which 
I am ashamed to say were suffered to decay 
and gradually vanish from sight and memory. 
The hoof, however, was set in silver and pre- 
served by my eldest brother, whose son 
now has it. The estate of Canons was won by 
Eclipse for the equally famous Col. Kelly, of 
whom my father bought the place for $60,- 
000." 

Eclipse was sired by Marslake, and his dam 
was Spiletta, by Regulus. He died at Canons, 
where he was buried with almost regal hon- 
ors. Toe Challenge Whip was made fiora his 
tail, and each treasured among his collection 
a hoof of the horse mounted in silver.
